Watched over constantly by friends, 
relatives and nurses to prevent him 
harming himself or others in his mo­ 
ments of delirium, Sheldon Richard­ 
son, 21-year-old Iron Springs farmer, 
who shot himself in the head at his 
home, 
Friday 
evening, 
was 
losing 
ground at the Warner hospital today. 
Because of the nearness of the .22 
calibre bullet to the 
brain, 
hospital 
authorities hesitate to operate, flaring 
that an operation might hasten death, 
which appears to be inevitable. 
The 
cartridge entered 
the 
young 
man’s 
head back of the right ear and plunged 
an inch or tw*o into the skull, lodg­ 
ing above the ear. 
Had the rifle been high-powered, the 
young man would probably have died 
instantly, hospital 
attendants said, 
pointing but that a .22 calibre car­ 
tridge is one of the least powerful 
manufactured. 
The rifle with which 
Richardson shot himself was secured 
by the young man from Andy Reese, 
his brother-in-law, in a trade three 
weeks ago. 
Members of the Richardson family 
who visited the wounded man at the 
hospital today were still at loss for a 
reason for the young man’s act, de­ 
claring that he had a good home and 
had no trouble that 
they 
knew 
of. 
Richardson shot himself while alone 
in the kitchen of his 
home, 
Friday 
evening, after singing “ I have a jolly 
good home, boys.”

Richardson, 
who 
has 
been 
un­ 
conscious since he was brought to the 
local hospital Saturday morning, just 
lief ore noon, is being kept quiet with 
opiates. 
When the sedatives wear off, 
he becomes delirious and difficult to 
manage, and hospital authorities have 
asked friends and relatives of Rich­ 
ardson to stay with him day and night.

representative* in congress, state 
senator and district delegates by 
at least 200 qualified electors in 
the districts; for state represen­ 
tatives by at least IOO qualified 
electors in the county, or if tho 
county is divided into districts 
the signers must be voters in the 
district in which the petitioner is 
a candidate; for member of the 
state committee or an office to he 
voted for by the electors of an en­ 
tire county, petitions 
must 
be 
signed by at least IOO qualified 
electors of the party in the coun­ 
ty or district in which the peti­ 
tioner is a candidate.
